Teachers Dislike School Board Decision 


No Bonus Allowed 


Salary Schedule No Help To Most Teachers 


W hen the Bristol Teacher* petitioned the sr boo I 


iioiird lor .I cost of living bonus, it surely made the head­ 


lines of this paper in terms of $35,000. According to the 


reply from the school hoard, it appears that a newspaper 


headline is all that it netted the teachers, as the school 


lioard refuses any bonus what-so-ever. The teachers are 


very dissatisfied, but at present have no solution to their 


problem. 


In the W ednesday edition of the Courier there ap­ 


peared .iii announcem ent of the tentative salary schedule 


under consideration by the hoard. Mention was also made 


of a $100 annual increase in pay for all the teachers. As 


.in increase in tax rate is also mentioned at the same time, 


it may be misinterpreted as being the cause of this tax 


raise and that the teachers are receiving special compen­ 


sation for next year. 


The present salary schedule under which the teachers 


.ire now em ployed is the I lare-Lee-Sollenberger Act 


which was passed by the State Legislature in 1945. I his 


act requires that all third and fourth class districts con­ 


tinue annual increases of $100 until a maximum of 


$2100 for a year is reached. leachers holding a Master’s 


Degree .ire required to receive additional raises of $100 


until a maximum of $2300 is attained. Under this act, 


the elementary teachers of Bristol and the majority of 


the high school teachers will receive $100 as required by 


the state, therefore the proposed salary schedule does 


not grant the teachers any increase in sa la r / by action of 


the Board itself. The increase in salary for the year 1946- 


47 would he mandatory upon the Board by state action 


for most of the Bristol Teachers.

The proposed salary schedule offers a promise in the 


future to most teac hers, conditions permitting the teach­ 


ers may expect increases beyond the state maximum. 


I his proposed salary schedule and “NO BO N U S” 


do not solve the present financial status of the Bristol 


teachers for this year or the next. The Bristol teachers 


desire livable wages NOW plus some promise for the 


future.
